For instance, the 
New York Times magazine reports that 
the country currently has some 606,000 
lawyers, and that 128,000 are now law 
school, just itching for the day when they 
can turn their tassles and start seeking 
their first real injunction. 
Washington Post magazine reports some 
other fascinating forensic facts: for in- 
stance, 100 senators are lawyers, 
are 200 435 House members. 
Washington 1871, there was one 
lawyer for every 603 residents; 1949 
there was one for every 183 residents; 
1979, the ratio had become one for every 
residents; today there’s one for every 
residents.

had one lawyer for every 246 people; 
Chicago had one for every 234; New 
York had one for every 140; San Fran- 
cisco one for every 134.

Earlier this month, Boston University’s 
School Public Communication held 
champagne reception honor eight 
its most distinguished alumni.

Clifford, who knew almost nothing 
about insurance, resigned disgrace 
after the Boston Herald American re- 
ported that had been involved real- 
estate deals with convicted arsonist. 

Undaunted, Underwood the following 


year communicated the details 
insurance bill filed under 
King’s name, which would have unfet- 
tered the giant industry from all govern- 
ment regulation Massachusetts and 
would have allowed 
surance companies set their own rates. 
Commercial Union created and funded 
phony “grassroots” organization called 
the Committee for Auto Insurance Re- 
form (CAIR) help communicate sup- 
port for the bill. Despite those efforts, the 
Massachusetts Senate killed the bill 

Finally, during King’s re-election cam- 
paign last year, Underwood com- 
municated his desire appointed 
six-year term the Massachusetts 
Reinsurance Facility Board, appoint- 
ment that would guarantee that his 
influence the state’s insurance policy 
would outlast King’s the latter lost the 
election. King complied after Under- 
wood, perhaps seeking little insurance 
his own, kicked $1000 the legal. 
maximum King’s re-election cam- 
paign. 

Undoubtedly, 

But 
question whether his efforts behalf 
Commercial Union really qualify him for 
recognition distinguished public 
servant. Apparently, Underwood serves 
just one master: the universal com- 
municator money.

And New York Times editorial-page 
editor Abe Raskin had just suggested, 
the own Sunday magazine, 
“that newspapers establish their own 
departments internal criticism check 
the fairness and accuracy their 
coverage and comment.” 

This proved especially ironic 
since the Times remains one 
the otherwise great papers that have 
resolutely refused so. Thus was 
left those Louisville folks begin 
experimenting with one the toughest, 
and trickiest, jobs the newsgathering 
business. It’s the post “ombudsman,” 
weird word borrowed from Sweden, 
where government officials under this 
unwieldy title are supposed represent 
the public interest while investigating 
official wrongdoing. the news busi- 
ness, though, ombudsmen sometimes 
call themselves “reader representatives” 
and “reader-contact editors,” and though 
they’re employed the papers they 
more less investigate, their job none- 
theless pursue any and all legitimate 
complaints. “The concept,” says Barry 
Bingham Jr., editor and publisher the 
Louisville Times and the Courier- 
Journal, “was that newspapers are ex- 
tremely reluctant acknowledge errors. 
better than anyone else.

can tell them adequately.”

Three years ago, 
indeed, they reacted their own lonely 
plight forming their own professional 
association, the Organization News- 
paper Ombudsmen, which has put 
together code ethics and holding 
its annual meeting this weekend 
Montreal. name had chosen 
because liked the acronym, ONO,” 
says JaCobi, its former president.

less ideology, love. Allowing 
each leader hours for sleep (20 
for ours), they are left with about 
six hours for discussion and 
decision. 

(In fact, the Williamsburg sum- 
mit actually provides the leaders 
with more time full three 
hours closed-door, prin- 
cipals-only discussion than 
previous summits. This 
garded students the genre 
risky business, and being 
approached with true dread 
White House personnel, who are 
all too aware what can happen 
when Ronald Reagan gets the bit 
between his teeth and goes im- 
promptu.) 

Given the physical limitations 
the summit meeting 
institution, it’s not surprising that 
about all that can produced are 
vague generalities about the grav- 
ity the situation and the need 
for prompt measures and 
cautious optimism. Given the 
beliefs the seven politicians 
question two right-wing ideo- 
logues (Reagan and Thatcher), 
two regular conservatives (Kohl 
Germany and Nakasone 
Japan), two mushy liberals 
(Trudeau Canada and Fanfani 
Italy), and one socialist (Mit- 
miracle they manage issue 
any statement all. 

The major miracle that there 
are 4000 accredited journalists 
descending 
country cover every second 
this splendid nonevent, in- 
vasion force that should prove 
every bit annoying local 
residents the one headed 121 
years previously General 
George McClellan. The 
journalists will have minutes 
(count ‘em, 10) actual access 
the world leaders themselves, but 
since each leader will have his 
full complement aides, the 
press will able amuse itself 
chasing down the gofers’ self- 
serving accounts going 
on, worst comes worst, 
4000 reporters one place can 
create least 100,000 rumors 
48-hour period. 

hilarious note was struck last 
week former West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt, who 
said interview that the press 
turning the summits into 


circus and preventing the states- 


men from getting anything ac- 
complished. Schmidt, one the 
cofounders the economic sum- 
mit, should know better. there 
were only four instead 4000 
reporters present, few the 
statesmen would bother show 
up. 
didn’t begin that way. 
1975, both Schmidt 
French president the time, 
Valéry Giscard d’Estaing, agreed 
that the world’s economy, mired 
mess and that the major indus- 
trial nations ought get together 
and something about it. Thus 
they proposed the summit. Since 
they alone among their fellow 
statesmen had professional eco- 
nomic training, it’s safe bet the 
two leaders thought domi- 
nate the affair. The suggestion 
was well received the five 
other nations, and giddy 
burst enthusiasm, the summit 
was made annual affair the 
first mistake the conferees ever 
made. 

World leaders love meeting 
one another. For one thing, de- 
spite their political differences, 
they have genuine fraternal 
bond mutual misery. For 
another, these meetings are 
almost always politically popular 
for all concerned. large number 
think him fraud, fool, 
bum, but let that pol photo- 
graphed next the leader 
some other nation, and his consti- 
tuents seem feel better about 
him. Whether this chauvinism 
(“he may stiff, but he’s our 
the devil you know” remains 
undetermined. 

The first five summits 
were reasonably productive 
the minimal standards the 
event.

anything but hardball, however. 

“Unless they play this really cool,” 
said Scalcione, “we have problem with 
it. Until see tunnel not affecting 
Jeffries Point, the East Boston 
stadium, then say tunnel.” 

“As touchy this is,” said Mary Ellen 
Welch, intend fight third tunnel 
even planned our friends, Fred 
and Mike Dukakis. intend 
meet with Mike and get him 
reiterate his position. made commit- 
ment that there would third 
Harbor tunnel.” 

Clearly, the political challenge 
Salvucci severe first, determine 
what wants, and then sell not 
only his old friends East Boston and 
his new allies downtown, but also the 
feds, who hold the purse strings.

Last year, 1614 dogs and 
291 cats were seized from Massachusetts 
pounds. the 351 municipalities 
Massachusetts, only sold their un- 
wanted pets research. 

Last year, effort repeal pound 
seizure statewide, grassroots campaign 
was undertaken the New England 
Anti-Vivisection Society (NEAVS).

seen for decades. The mods the ‘80s 
have evolved moved into 
more conservative, self-protective time. 

Originally called modernists for their 
love modern jazz, the ‘60s mods 
originated among Jewish boys from mid- 
dle-class English families. From there 
the trend moved into the working 
classes, where gained social 
significance. Although the kids had scant 


hope succeeding beyond the lives that. 


their upbringing prescribed, they created 
something else for themselves: style. 
They made highly original way 
being, elitist and ever-changing that 
became insular. the time the outside 
world caught item clothing, 
the mods would have abandoned 
weeks earlier. The mods’ glittering 
scooters, classy traditionalist look, and 
inventive go-to-hell dance steps were 
kept tight snobbish rein. Mod-ism was 
theirs alone. 

The mod movement Britain never 
really died, simply moved out 
London less visible but less 
enthusiastically embraced existence 
the Midlands. sense mod style re- 
emerged the public view with the 1980 
rise the 2-Tone bands the Specials, 
the Selector, Madness, and the English 
Beat ska groups whose fast-paced 
music re-emphasized sharp looks and 
hot dance steps. 

After wave 2-Tone groups passed 
through LA, crowds ska-crazed 
dancers descended local dives. Con- 
currently, the movie Quadrophenia 
made its debut and suddenly all 
came together. Parts the preppie look, 
from the East Coast, fit into the picture, 
too. Mod, California style, was born. 

Like the rejuvenated mods Britain, 
preted the past light the present. 
Instead existing apolitical 
fashion trend, mod-ism came feature 
nuclear awareness. And unlike the 
‘60s, the mod scene both sides the 
Atlantic was enthusiastically multiracial. 

Now, however, the flowers mod 


culture are mature and even beginning 
fade. Many their peers hold the 
current generation mods disdain for 
blatantly copying time they could not 
know.

Introducing the shellfishing index the economy

here are lot economic in- 

dicators out there the Dow 

Jones Industrial Average, the Con- 
sumer Price Index, the 
housing starts, and but none 
these anything you can really sink your 
teeth into; like lot government- 
issued data, these indicators are about 
enlightening IRS instruction book- 
let. What good indicator that has 
re-explained every month Irving 
Levine? more vivid gauge the 
economic climate Massachusetts the 
shellfishing index, subjective assess- 
ment the number people out there 
digging around the mud, looking for 
quahogs, clams, scallops, and other 
bivalves. This measure has less mys- 
terious relation the economy; 
empirical; and even Zip Rzeppa could 
explain it. 

This year, old-timers say that the 
number people shellfishing up. 
last time there was big influx 
shellfishing was the ‘30 and ‘40s, 
during the Depression,” said Howard 
Mallowes, who runs family shellfish 
dealership Marion, or. Massachusetts’s 
southern coast. “It seems that when 
times get tough, people out there and 
start scratching for shellfish.” 

The major reason that shellfishing 
makes great economic indicator that 
backbreaking work, you know 
things are bad when lots people take 
the flats. Sure, there long tradition 
people going out digging mess 
clams for Sunday clambake just 
the sort thing young couples 
ads. But though these people 
are reflected the index, only 
small part it. When people start going 
out every week looking for few free 
main courses, then there’s something 
more than just outdoor diversion going 
on. 

The number people shellfishing 
commercially also reflects the general 
state the economy. There very little 
way bureaucratic regulation keep- 
ing anyone who lives seacoast town 
from starting the shellfishing trade. 
There’s shellfishermen’s union, for 
example. And licenses are cheap from 
$30 for recreational diggers $100 for 
full-time people.

And then town will 
close off commercial fishing. This 
moves the commmercial guys even 
farther off the coast. Eventually, they are 
cut off altogether. Like Duxbury, there 
more commercial shellfishing it’s 
all recreational.” 

The problems for the established 
commercial diggers are compounded 
because, when things get especially bad 
economically when the shellfish be- 
come especially plentiful and profitable, 
many recreational shellfishermen pay 
the $100 fee for commercial license and 
pro. call them creamers,” Howard 
Mallowes said. “If the word gets out that 
good-size bed shellfish, then 
all sudden you have people coming 
out the: woodwork little 
shellfishing, and they take the cream 
right off the top, and the shellfishermen 
are back where they started. That hap- 
pened few years ago Dartmouth, 
Clark’s Cove: there were lot quahogs 
discovered, and the numbers com- 
mercial people jumped about 50. Now 
it’s back down about dozen, but the 
place has been pretty 
down.” 

Yet according Mallowes, 
shellfishing maintains certain 
equilibrium through both boom and bust 
cycles. “Shellfishing just too tough,” 
said. “Fishermen are biggest 
braggers there is. looks good: people 
see the shellfishermen coming noon, 
and they’ve made 100 bucks. And 
people start getting interested, but 
they don’t realize how difficult 
pulling rake all day.... These guys 
don’t take coffee breaks.” 

Mallowes thinks that there will always 
steady supply shellfishermen, 
even when things the flats all 
that great. people have 
said. They would rather 
outside making $25 day than inside 
making $50. Giving these guys job 
factory would like putting them 

Cove, the Pocasset section

Retiring the myths about IRAs

During the 1970s, the federal govern- 
ment borrowed only about five percent 
the money loaned out credit 
markets. 1981, the country slipped 
further into recession, individual and 
corporate borrowing fell off. Federal 
deficits increased during the same 
period, and consequence, did 
federal borrowing. The government bor- 
rowed percent the funds available 
credit markets that year. 1982, 
federal deficits $140 billion led the 
borrowing percent all 
credit-market capital capital that 
composed mostly the savings 
individuals. may surmise that, with 
projected deficit $200 billion and with 
business investment equipment pro- 
jected fall another 1.1 percent 1983, 
the federal government will tap the 
credit-market well for even greater 
percentage its needs this year. 

The current level federal borrowing 
would have been much harder without 
the extra savings created the IRAs. 
And since the government has found 
easier things when can pay for 
them borrowing rather than raising 
taxes, IRAs are more less 
element enabling the continued 
growth government.

the cover.) All saddle shoes 
are variations the oxford shoe, 
that is, shoe that stops below 
the ankle and ties. The “saddle 
shoe” any shoe that has 
contrasting leather 
ning across the instep. 
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The 1937 saddle shoe has these 
details: smooth leather through- 
out; red rubber sole with flat 
red rubber heel; boxy vamp (the 
part the shoe below the 
saddle); punched-out pattern 
along the borders the saddle 
(called perfs short for per- 
forations the trade); 
quarter the part the upper 
that runs the heel that 
matches the saddle, with 
‘ching perfs; white tongue; 
five eyelets, each circled 
grommet; saddle that 
draped across the 
instep; white laces. 

But the saddle shoe has under- 
gone numerous mutations since 
then. shoe whose 
tongue matches the saddle, not 
the rest the upper, appeared 
early 1945. And now saddle 
shoes have changed attract 
other buyers. (College students, 
you may have noticed, generally 
wear saddle shoes, though 
could said that the running 
shoe, with its contrasting colors 
along the upper, the spiritual 
heir the saddle shoe.) The 
styles today’s saddle shoes 
vary appeal the true 
nostalgic, the 
nessman, and the seeker the 
funky-but-chic.

The scooter most mods prefer 
the Vespa P200E, which sells 
for $1300.

before. And that after Viking had turned 
the book down, other 
publishers had refused well. 
weed, everyone said, was unsellable. 
used believe,” says Cork Smith, 
Kennedy’s editor Viking, “that all good 
books eventually find home. 
tested faith more than any book 
know.” did more than test 
faith. his own account, sent him 
spiraling into the darkest, most fearful 
period his life. 

There are, course, numerous stories 
the book industry the big one that 
got away how Margaret Mitchell 
went through dozen publishers before 
anyone would take chance Gone 
with the Wind. Every editor, almost 
matter pride, can speak the eventual 
best-seller she turned down. But 
the history reflects some- 
thing altogether different: publishing 
industry, thanks large measure 
conglomerate economics, that increas- 
ingly unreceptive contemporary nov- 
elists, industry that increasingly 
incapable (or, more important, that sees 
itself incapable) selling serious 
fiction. Publishing, says Saul Bellow, the 
man most responsible for resurrecting 
Ironweed, “has grown slack. Companies 
are not supporting young writers, not 
carrying watching the 
balance sheet too zealously.”

Dana, professional dancer from New 
York who had performed such musi- 
cals and Juliet and The Pajama 
Game (where she replaced Shirley 
MacLaine). proposed her their 
third date, and they were married within 
month. “She was the most beautiful 
thing North America,” Kennedy says. 
“Anybody would have been nuts not 
what did.”

Kennedy spent the first part his career 
shoehorning his fiction between arti- 
cles, spent the second part 
itinerant novelist, shuttling from one 
publishing house another while pick- 
ing the journalistic work that was 
necessary pay the bills. Like most 
freelancers, though, Kennedy 
support his family writing alone, 
1974 started teaching part-time 
SUNY-Albany; there was also the in- 
come generated the dance studio that 
Dana had started several years earlier. 
The novels, course, didn’t pay for 
themselves. 1968, Kennedy had sold 
his first, The Ink Truck, meandering 
comic tale Albany newspaper 
strike, Dial Press for $3500. His sec- 
ond novel, Legs, fictionalized history 
New York racketeer Jack 
Diamond, took six years write, and 
the time Kennedy brought the book 
Dial, the company was under new 
regime.

The 
only way market everyone 
agreed, was follow-up Billy 
Phelan, and how could Viking sell 
follow-up failure?

What Viking published 
all three books and marketed them 
“The Albany Cycle,” just Kennedy 
had intended? all three books were 
stamped with Bellow blurb, maybe 
Kennedy ignored this time, 
maybe the publication would seen 
something event. might work, but 
there were still major hurdle: Penguin, 
paperback division, had agree 
publish Legs and Billy Phelan. Smith 
decided take his proposal Gerald 
Howard, who had been Penguin since 
1980, who just happened be, like 
Kennedy, Irish Catholic. 

“Cork knows how play his suckers,” 
says Howard, who proceeded read all 
three novels. suspect was the first 
time anyone outside Kennedy’s family 
read the books order. the time 
finished was convinced that 
Kennedy was doing something more 
than just writing bunch novels, that 
was filling place, was creating 
his own territory. Still, they 
exactly the hottest commercial package 
around, and needed figure out 
whether they made financial sense 
could print the books offset? How 
high did have price them break 
even? The numbers worked out, and 
said so.” Three months after Smith had 
received Bellow’s letter, Viking/Penguin 
offered Kennedy contract $20,000, 
which covered the hardcover rights 
Ironweed and the paperback rights all 
three novels. From Viking’s point 
view, was buyer’s market and $20,000 
for three books was not enormous 
offer. From point view, the 
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decision couldn’t have come too soon. 


Although he’s loath admit 


ego large enough Smith says 
that without Bellow’s letter, Viking 
would not have published But 
reviewing the events that surrounded 
the book, says there another lesson 
draw. Viking had published 
weed 1979, the book probably would 
have been lost. Persuaded reconsider 
its decision, Viking not only published 
Ironweed but sent out into the 
marketplace with 
strategy strategy, Smith says, that 
worked perfectly anyone could 
have hoped. “Viking did almost every- 
thing right,” says Brigitte Weeks, editor 
the Washington Post Book World, 
echoing other reviewers around the 
January, normally slow time the 
industry, didn’t face much serious 
competition. publishing all three 
books simultaneously, they sent out 
signals that they considered Kennedy 
important. Reviewers like discover 
writers, especially novelists, and 
providing essentially his whole work, 
Viking gave reviewers chance 
discover Kennedy. didn’t surprise 
that many other sections made the 
same decision did put 
the cover. It’s not conspiracy, it’s just 
that our thought-processes tend follow 
the same path. It’s easy say 
retrospect, but this was time 
had been waiting the wings for 
while.” 

And may continue Kennedy’s 
time. Viking publishing Albany! 
November. Early next year, 
will appear paperback, and 
even talk that Penguin will republish The 
Ink Truck. Viking will have offer 
more lucrative contract for 
next novel (presumably his work 
progress, Quinn’s Book). And though 
that novel runs the risk being com- 
least ensured major review space. The 
MacArthur Fellowship not only provides 
immediate security, should also bring 
Kennedy more prestigious academic 
positions. 

Still, literary success such mys- 
terious process, such series accidents, 
that it’s not hard imagine Kennedy 
might little frightened what has 
happened him. Writing may 
matter talent and character, but 
conceivable that Viking could have made 
the same moves without any 
this occurring, conceivable that the 
Albany novels might have remained 
obscure. And it’s important realize 
that long after the front-page reviews 
are forgotten, Legs, Billy 
Greatest Game, and Ironweed will 
remain what they were when Kennedy 
wrote them: three remarkable novels 
that track not just Albany life 
Irish-Catholic life Depression life, but 
life that all share, which crime 
and politics, sin and redemption, honor 
and betrayal, flesh and fantasy are 
forever blurred. 

William Kennedy, the midst all 
his success, can still remember when 
his time. Sitting restaurant 
outside Ithaca, with Billie Holiday 
singing tape the background, 
can still remember speech gave 
Russell Sage College (in upstate New 
York) the summer 1980. The college 
was giving him honorary degree, and 
Kennedy, approaching the 
niversary rejection, needed 
express his sense loss. called the 
speech “The Stolen World the Writer.”

Both Cashier and the film are less 
cloying than expected The Light 
Ahead may melancholy and 
simpleminded, but it’s also hard-edged, 
blending vaguely

ly, endearingly cornball romance that 
verges the absurd. It’s hardly radical 
piece moviemaking, but does kick

Ulmer designed the sets for The Light 
Ahead, and they reflect 
bargain-basement Expressionism, with 
tilting triangular rooftops Caligari 
and oppressive splayed-out headstones;

white backdrops. The stylization mixes 
surprisingly well with the real, bleak 
New Jersey landscapes, but 
compositions tend stagy, and 
sometimes the movie trial. Worse, 
The Light Ahead often descends into self- 
pity and self-congratulation: the attempt 
bolster the morale the Jewish people 
the threshold their most horrifying 
hour laudable, one still cringes lines 
like “Gentiles lift their spirits with wine, 
Jews with psalms.” 

But the movie has its share simple, 
striking tableaux. one scene, the dark- 
tressed Beverly sits bench, head 
draped over her lap anguish, while 
older woman stares sympathetically, 
holding her dress and slapping help- 
lessly her face. After minute 
Opatoshu limps out the darkness, the 
fuzzy beginnings beard his sad 
young face, and the couple moan and 
jabber until they’re laughing uproarious- 
together, until the blind girl can stand 
more and bursts into tears. And then 
Hodel and Fishke cling each other and 
buoy themselves with visions 
domestic bliss, with the thought their 
own little cottage and herring and 
potatoes the fire. (The Jewish utopia 
planned around the meals.) But The 
Light Ahead would notable only for 
the glimpse offers legendery Yiddish 
vaudeville stars. Yudel Dubinsky Reb 
Isaac, forbidden sell eggs from 
non-kosher chickens, and fumes 
about lyrical stutter, like needle 
that’s stuck old rpm. Just

Southwest has grown famous 
mostly for its blues guitarists, 
C&W swing bands, oil barons, and 
football players, the notion creating 
planted Texas and Oklahoma musicians 
might well seem hopeless longshot.

Band, the label’s bellwether. The 
steamy duo Calvin Yarbrough and Alisa 
Peoples studied under the same piano 
teacher Dallas and sang the same 
church choir; and they spent their early 
professional years together touring with 
Leon Russell and Mary McCreary. Robert 
“Goodie” Whitfield, Total Experience’s 
only solo act, grew one block from 
Peoples and was close friend 
Yarbrough. And Whitfield and Peoples

“Don’t Stop the Music” propelled both 
single and gold, even though the 
other album tracks were middling pop- 
soul. Still, Yarbrough and Peoples didn’t 
know what direction they wanted 
take. Simmons waited; the interim 
Yarbrough and Peoples sang backup for 
other Total Experience acts and tried 
decide whether they wanted 
Ashford and Simpson, Peaches and 
Herb, Steve and Edie. And though 
their current album, Heartbeats, doesn’t 
answer the question, the two show 
signs approaching the performance 
levels set Marvin Gaye and Tammi 
Terrell. Peoples’s are sexy 
without being coy wicked, and her 
vocal timing cuts razor-perfect phrases. 
Yarbrough’s velvet-cream tones suggest 
his sex-symbol potential, yet manages 
credible blues grit. When these two hit 
complementary peaks, especially 
“Feels Good” and the title 
track, they coalesce into torrid unit 
that’s sensually flexible both bouncing 
dance tunes and smooth love pieces. 
Still, producer Simmons insists that they 
vacillate between being shakers and 
lovers, between blissful ballads and 
blistering up-tempos. This indecisiveness 
has plagued most Total Experience 
albums, preventing other performers 
from climbing join the Gap Band 
the summit. 

“Goodie” Whitfield may the most 
unfortunate victim this unevenness, 
since he’s possibly the label’s finest 
performer.

Nearly all portrait sub- 
jects were people high rank, yet his 
work does little glamorize them.

For their work places, all four require 
equipment that reliable and can withstand long and 
hard use, and they have applied the same prerequisites 
the tools they suggest for the home kitchen. their 
equipment choices, these experts reveal 
developed sense the differences between the fads and 
the classics, between the flimsy and the durable, and 
between false economy and the best value for your 
money. Saving money, them, means not wasting 
things that don’t the job well. means taking care 
what you have the right way that your equipment 
performs and lasts. also means not buying extra 
object specific task when you might already own 
something that can the task well. Improvise, they 
suggest. 

are tips from these four experts. They not 
enumerate every single item you should have your 
kitchen you can find that kind list the back pages 
most all-purpose cookbooks. Instead, they focus 
their discoveries, strong opinions, and enthusiasms 
about things the kitchen. 


Pared Down 

“The first thing would tell anybody setting their 
kitchen,” says Moncef Meddeb, co-owner and chef 
Gloucester Street, think about which 
styles food they like best and are most likely 
prepare ongoing basis. could you like 
ethnic style cookery, food braised steamed. 
Start from there, and buy what you need prepare 
those foods. And then get few accessories that may 
come handy for other types cooking even though 
you may resort them more occasionally.” 

Meddeb thinks that people don’t shop enough 
restaurant-supply stores. don’t believe most the 
stuff see department stores,” says Meddeb. “The 
things offered professionals are often better designed 
and better made.” For example, Meddeb highly 
recommends the stainless-steel-lined pots and pans 
made All-Clad, and that company’s “Master 
line particular, which sold primarily restaurant- 
supply stores.

Counters and coolers 

“Well-designed refrigeration and easily cleanable 
work surfaces” are two essential ingredients the ideal 
kitchen Odette Bery, owner Another Season 
restaurant, Beacon Hill.

ator, particularly large family. They have 
better condensers and provide stronger refrigeration. 
Also, they have more efficient shelving sliding trays 
that adjust different heights and can hold more 
commercial refrigerators don’t have built-in 
freezers, feasible only you have plan have 
separate freezer. Bery thinks that many people keep 
their refrigerators too high temperature keep the 
temperature lower and bacteria don’t grow quickly. 
“Get refrigerator thermometer really adamant 
about that,” says Bery.

you are and out your refrigerator lot, you may 
need set your temperature little lower compensate 
for all the heat letting in.” 

Bery, counters made Formica stainless steel 
are best for easy cleaning. She also thinks cutting boards 
made hard white rubber are improvement, 
hygienically, over wooden cutting boards, because you 
can clean them more thoroughly. She recommends 
professional Serco brand rubber cutting boards that are 
least one-inch thick any thinner and they warp too 
easily. “And don’t make the mistake buying plastic 
instead rubber cutting boards,” she cautions; “plastic 
blunts your knives very quickly.” Bery keeps her main 
work and cutting area next the stove, with sink close 
by. 
Meddeb, Bery recommends All-Clad pots and 
pans: give them long life span home,” she says. 
Her basic household pot and pan selection would 
include 12-inch sauté pan (for cooking for four six 
people), 10-inch sauté pan (for cooking for two 
people), stock pot (for making stock, soups, and tomato 
sauces), and two saucepans two-quart and four- 
quart.

Bery has few favorite, inexpensive utensils, such 
tomato sharks, which take the cores out tomatoes, and 
zesters, which pare off very thin strips orange, lemon, 
lime rinds.

And, 
more often than not, when listen- 
ing that advice, you think: 
serious. After consider- 
ing the money, time, and energy 
spend making one 
the plans work properly, you 
re-evaluating 
priorities spending the bucks 
larger place, hiring contrac- 
tors, bunching the projects alto- 
gether. But hysteria aside, there 
are reasonable ways make 
small-space place more roomy; 
some ideas that actually increase 
space and some that simple give 
the illusion more space. These 
are the ideas that make small 
place livable instead just stop 
the way something larger. 
What follows review 
some appropriate any living 
space, some appropriate only 
homeowners (and condo own- 
ers), the theory that you 
should own the walls you knock 
down. Strength character 
seems the one constant 
requirement enhancing space.

Paint

Urban gardening can bed roses

pring the time year 
dwellers start reminiscing 
about the lawns and back yards 
they traded for third-floor 
apartment near the And be- 
cause many native city resi- 
dents share that same longing for 
green space, urban gardening 
growing trend instead con- 
tradiction terms.

and spending time outdoors 
while engaging physical labor. 

Those who are lured the 
prospect growing and eating 
their own food may uncertain 
how the color their 


thumbs. The challenge does not 
lie gathering information, but 
rather selecting what ap- 
propriate from the countless 
sources books, pamphlets, and 
self-acclaimed experts. Two 
the most respected organizations 
the subject are the nonprofit 
Boston Urban Gardeners (BUG) 
and the local county-extension 
services.

gardening must reflect personal 
preferences. That is, you must 
keep mind just why you want 
garden.

Most important, soil test 
measures the amount lead 
present the ground. Too high 
concentration means that crops 
grown the soil will not fit for 
human consumption. Lead the 
soil comes from old lead-based 
paint peeling off nearby build- 
ings and, lesser extent, from 
automobile exhaust and news- 
paper ink. Anything grown 
the plot will absorb the lead, 
inducing potentially severe 
poisoning those who eat the 
produce. Children under the age 
six are most susceptible, be- 
cause they may also ingest some 
dirt they play near the 
garden bed. 

Certain plants resist lead con- 
tamination better than others, 
general, the further the edible 
portion the plant from the 
soil, the less susceptible tends 
contamination. Thus root 
crops leafy greens will absorb 
more lead fruiting crops 
tomatoes, squash, 


on) crops with natur 
protective cover (such 
sunflowers corn). After 
harvesting, all food should 
washed thoroughly before eating 
help remove any surface con- 
taminants. 

Most the hard work as- 
sociated with tending plot 
comes the start the season, 
particularly the soil has been 
neglected and requires lot 
attention. Later the season, 
grower can expect devote 
minimum three hours week, 
though the figure will increase 
according the whims and 
concerns the individual garden 
and its gardener.

For instance, 
one creative soul who lives 
studio apartment has bed 
floor that’s step higher than the 
living-area floor. The space feels 
like living room and bedroom, 
not bed stuck living room.

useful. 

spite the vagaries 
personal taste, there are some 
basics keep mind. Older 
decorating books will tell you 
keep the furniture small 
small room; new ones will urge 
you buy few nice large 
pieces. That seems sensible: the 
furnish diorama. 

Drawers can everywhere. 
Beds with drawers underneath 
are common now, but couches 
with drawers, though they were 
once popular, are less now.

“Spend the extra money for 
good-quality, sturdy bamboo 
steamer,” says Srulowitz. “And 
get two-layered steamer, which 
allows you prepare two dishes 
the same time. Also, make sure 
your steamer has diameter 
least inches because you 
should able fit plate inside 
it.” You should not put food, 
particularly meat, directly the 
proof plate inside the steamer.
